HOW TO ORDER 

Accuracy in taking measurements is of the greatest .mportance. We will not be respons.ble for the result of work prepared from incorrect measurements and information. 
Measurements to in any way differ from the measurements used in preparing our Construction Drawings will make a difference in the material to be used ; such 
differences must be made good only at the expense of the purchaser. 
For prepanng a des.gn for any .room or space we must have a Plan .nd.cating shape, measurements to be taken on wall line, so as to show all offsets and projections if 

any; also total lengths and widths should be g.ven to verify divided measurements on a broken or irregular wall, and all measurements should agree. 
If all walls are not parallel, note measurements to give correct angles. 
In selecting a Catalogue Design, state depth or vertical height of Corn.ce wanted. 
Make note on sketch of any space where it may not be possible to use the depth Cornice selected. 
Where there are stairways, elevator openings, etc., note whether Corn.ce can or cannot finish around same. 
Remember that suppositions cannot apply to this work ; we know only the information placed before us

WOOD BACKING 

If it is possible, we recommend the application of all Metal Ceilings and Walls over close sheathing, as above. This sheathing 
does not necessarily need to be expensive ; indeed, ' inch cheap dressed stuff is all that is required. Should wooden furring 
strips be used, as on page 6, they ought to be dressed |x Ij inch stuff, and should be applied at 6 inch centres for panels 
24 x 24 inches, or any multiple thereof, and properly spaced to carry Mouldings, Borders, Coves, etc. 



LAYING OUT 

Great care must be taken in laying out a Metal Ceiling, as it is really the important item of the work, 
use a fine chalk line, and stnke the lines on the ceiling to correspond with outside beads on Panels.

APPLYING 

Place the Cove in position first, starting at one corner of the room, with a mitre. Run the Cove all around the room, using 
wood brackets to back joints on large size Coves and Mouldings. When this is done fill in the centre with Field Panel. All joints in the Coves, Mouldings and 
Panels should lap away from the light, and not against it. To ensure uniformity of surface on the Panels, etc., it is necessary to only nail at the point provided, 
as the deep embossing affords the necessary ngidity. Use a sharp punch for making the nail holes where there are more than two thicknesses of metal. Hammer 
down or swedge with a small, dull tool, any joints which may not have lapped tightly. This renders all joints tight and unnoticeable. 



WALLS Always apply wall material on sheeting boards; at least, for the first six feet from the floor.
